At the re curring elcticns during al­ 
most a century past r.o presidential

Onl^ once dur­ 
ing that period, aa far as is known, has 
any attempt been made to induce an 
elector to betray the faithreposed rn bim.

TOI EEA, Kan., Jan. 14.—The county-soat 
war In Gray county broke out afresh S at­ 
urday, and resulted in a pitched battle be­ 
tween armed forces from the town of 
Ingalls and Cimarron, during which over 
two hundred shots were fired and two 
prominent citizens of the latter town—J. 
W. English and Jack Bliss—were killed 
and several members of both parties badly 
wounded. 
The trouble was < aused by tho 
invasion of Cimarron by an armed party 
of thirty men from Ingalls, led by the 
sheriff, who captured the county records 
and succeeded in removing them to Ingalls. 
I lie pooplo of Cimarron are intensely ex­ 
cited and threaten to lynch tho prisoners. 
The town has been strongly fortified and 
more bloodshed is feared. 
Tho Governor 
has ordered Gen. Myers to proceed to Cim­ 
arron with one company of militia and see 
that the peace is preserved. 
r n Q. Shoup, chairman of the board of 
county 
commissions of Gray county, a r­ 
rived hero Sunday afternoon from ’ tho 
scene of tho county-seat war to lay the 
m atter before Gov. Martin. 
He says the 
militia arrived just in time to prevent 
another battle, as the Ingalls people were 
preparing to make another assault upon 
the town and have threatened to kill the 
Cimarron loaders tho first time an oppor­ 
tunity presents. 
Mr. Shoup told the Gov­ 
ernor there would l*e more trouble, and 
says the people of both towns are so in­ 
tensely excited over the m atter that only 
the presence of a strong forco of militia 
will prevent another bloody conflict. 
Story o f th o F igh t. 
Mr. Shoup was in his office in the court 
house when the Ingalls crowd, all heavily 
armed with pistols and shotguns, suddenly 
entered the town and surrounded the coun­ 
ty building. 
Reilly, the county clerk, saw tho Ingalls 
crowd coming to the court house, and, an­ 
ticipating they had come to capture the 
records, ho locked his office. 
After they 
had stationed guards all over the offices 
four of the mob broko into tho county 
clerk’s office, overpowered Reilly, who was 
in the vault, and took possession of all the 
records and loaded them into tho two 
wagons which they brought for tho pur­ 
pose. 
While this was being done three of 
tho Ingalls men stood in the doorway of 
the court house and fired at any Cimarron 
man who showed his head. J. VT. English, 
a merchant, was passing on tho opposite 
s de of the street when ho was deliberately 
shot in cold blood by Ed Daniels, a des­ 
perado. who was in the Ingalls party. 
Jack Bliss, who was offering resistance 
whatever, was also deliberately shot and 
killed. 
By this time the Cimarron people had 
organized and armed themselves and opened 
fire on the Ingalls crowd, and a desperate 
fight followed. 
The battle took place in 
the street in front of the court house, the 
Ingalls force, about thirty in number, tfccu- 
py:ng the west side and the Cimarron tho 
east side of the street. 
Several of the* Li- 
galls men were wounded, and, finding Hurt 
their amunition was ulmost exhausted, they 
fled with the county records, and left the 
town as quickly as their horses could take 
them. 
TheJ Cimarron crowd fallowed in 
hot pursuit, but they fiually gaYo Up tho 
chase. 
In the meantime Fred Sanger and four 
other Ingalls men who had been standing 
guard in tho court house were unable to 
join their party, fearing they w’ould be 
shot as they left tho building. 
Occasional 
shots wore exchanged between tho two 
parties for two or three hours. 
Tho five 
men remained fortified in the building until 
morning, when they were released by the 
sheriff and escorted out of tho town by 
him. 
A ll Q uiet a t C im arron. 
K ansas City, Mo., Jan. 14.—A special 
from W ichita says Gen. Myers telegraphs 
theft he arrived at Cimarron this morning 
and that all was quiet. 
The militia com 
panics ordered out are still in readiness to 
move at a moment's notice, as it is feared 
the trouble is not yet over. 
Ingalls was 
guarded all last night by farmers, as it was 
rumored that Cimarron sympathizers had 
threatened to burn tho place. 
Watson and 
the deputies had been released by tin 
sheriff of Dodge City before Gen. Myers 
arrived.

111., Jan. 14.—In the in­ 
augural address of Gov. Joseph Fifer, de 
livered at the Capitol Monday afternoon, 
tho executive thanks the voters for their 
expression of confidence in electing him and 
pays an earnest tribute to the worth arid in­ 
tegrity of the retiring official, ex-Gov. 
Oglesby. 
He then says: 
“ We have lately closed a national cam­ 
paign singularly free from personal de­ 
traction iii which economic questions of 
high and permanent importance held tho 
attention of the entire nation, resulting, it 
is believed, from tho better education of tho 
people in the duties of citizenship. 
Upon 
this result and tho unusual good feeling 
which now pravails tho country is to bo con­ 
gratulated. 
Political power resides with 
the people and is express I only at the 
ballot box; therefore, the man who refuses 
acquiescence commits an offense of the same 
grade as he who seeks to falsify the result 
or corrupt methods at the polls 
The 
consequences of ordinary crimes are usually 
confined to few victims, while he who by 
any means robs tho citizen of his constitu­ 
tional right of casting his own vote and of 
having that vote fairly counted and its 
effect fairly registered in the declared re­ 
sult violates the fundamental principle of 
free government, corrupts and 
poisons 
political authority in its very sources, and 
should receive speedy and severe punish­ 
ment. 
S coring tho Itribe-G lvors. 
“ It is made by statute unlawful in this 
State for the elector to sell his vote; but 
ho statute pronounces no penalty against 
tho more guilty and dangerous party who 
plies tho trade of corrupting voters with 
money. 
He who buys a vote is morally as 
culpable and really more dangerous to so­ 
ciety than ho who sells one. 
The^ buyer is 
tho more active agent in the crime, and he 
•who buys ono vote is really ready to buy 
many more. 
Sound policy an I tho purify­ 
ing of elections seem to me to require 
that this law Lo changed by making the 
bribegiver the chief offender; 
aud 
if 
necessary, to secure convictions, that cither 
should escape, let it bo tho more ignorant 
ami less responsible person who sells his 
vote. 
The law should at least lie amended 
to correspond to tho statute relating to 
>s of bribery which makes both parties 
equ ly guilty, leaving it to tho discretion 
of t i prosecution which offender shall lie 
ooded against and making the ono not 
; i . scouted a competeut witness. 
The L aborer No L onger a Fool. 
“ Tho serious attention of tho law-mak­ 
ing power is justly duo to the needs of that 
largo and respectable class of our foliow- 
tizons who labor for wages with their 
ands. No longer, at least in free America, 
can the laborer be dealt with as an insen­ 
sate fool or a convenient beast of burden, 
but as a man created iii the image of God, 
with not only a stomach to feed but a soul 
with hopes and aspirations to lie satisfied. 
He is a man, an equal, and a brother, 
whose reverence for law can not bo im ­ 
paired without infinite danger to tho State. 
When the State fails in its duty to tho 
laloring man, sensible that injustice has 
been done 
him, 
he 
becomes 
discon­ 
tented 
and 
restless, 
ready 
not 
in­ 
frequently to lie misled by zealous but 
misguided friends 
upon the one hand 
or imposed upon by selfish and intriguing 
politicians on the other, and in either event 
injury is done alike to tho individual and 
tho State. 
Such reflections are especially 
appropriate for our consideration for the 
reason that tho industrial tendency of the 
ago is against individual enterprises and 
toward great and permanent establish­ 
ments based upon combined and aggre­ 
gated wealth.

1 ‘While the opinions of honest men may 
differ touching tho details of this great 
question all good citizens agree that the 
present evils must be corrected by peace­ 
ful methods and not by a resort to force. 
The will of the minority must bow to tho 
legally expressed judgm ent of tho whole 
people. 
An imperative duty of govern­ 
ment 
is through its own proper police 
agencies to keep the peace between all its 
citizens and to attend sedulously to the 
protection of life and property against 
force and lawlessness of whatever kind. 
The Thirty-fifth General Assembly passed 
a law forbidding in strong terms and un­ 
der heavy penalties the arm ing and parad­ 
ing of companies of private detectives and 
also tho assumption of such to act as offi 
ems of tile peace without authority of law. 
This law took effect July I, I HST, and as 
far as 
I know 
has 
been 
respected 
arid 
obeyed. 
Iii 
addition 
to 
the 
above, which has my hearty approval, 
there are others covering subjects of like 
importance to the laboring portion of our 
people which are more or less imperatively 
demanded at tho hands of the present 
general assembl)'. 
Among tho eubjects de­ 
manding consideration are tile following: 
A proper legal regulation of the construc­ 
tion of factory buildings, particularly as 
respects their safety appliances, sanitary 
arrangements and conditions, th dr lire es­ 
capes and othor means of egress iii casa of 
accident or panic; the subject of amending 
tho milling laws in the direction of securing 
greater safety to the lives of the miners 
working in them and for the purpose of es­ 
tablishing 
an 
equitable 
system 
of 
screening 
and 
weighing 
coal as 
it 
comes from the hands of 
the miner; 
the providing of an equitable method for 
the arbitration of all controversies arising 
between employers and employes touching 
wages, hours of labor, and other like sub­ 
jects of difference. 
A great wrong doubt­ 
less is committed against the rights of the 
laboring men of this country by the im ­ 
portation of foreign cheap labor. 
To cor­ 
rect this evil more rigid laws should be 
enacted by the general government, aud 
theso laws should be faithfully executed. 
A single State can do but little in this di­ 
rection, but it can do something, it can 
provide by law that none but American 
citizens or those who intend to become such 
shall be employed on the public works of 
the State. 
. “ A law of this kind would be equitable 


T he C om pulsory E d u ca tio n a l Law. 
“ In order to receive the largest return 
for this great outlay of time and money 
some bettor means should bo 
adopted 
whereby tho children can be brought into 
the schools. 
The Thirty-thfrd General 
Assembly passed what is commonly culled 
tho compulsory educational law, which re­ 
quires every jierson having control of chil­ 
dren between the ages of ti and 14 years to 
send such child to a public or private 
school for a period of not less than twelve 
weeks in each school year, unless excused 
by tho proper authorities., The law took 
effect on tho first day of July, 1883, yet 
with ono exception there has been, it is 
Ixdieved, no honest effort made to enforce 
it, although it is well known by those 
conversant with the subject th at there is 
not a school district in tho State in which 
tho act has not been violated. 
It has re­ 
mained practically a dead letter upon our 
statute books. 
The result of the past four 
years must make it apparent to everyone 
that this act contains no adequate provision 
for its enforcement. 
I would therefore sug­ 
gest the propriety of providing by law for 
the election or appointment of a suitable 
person in each school district, whose especial 
duty it shall be to see to the rigid enforce­ 
ment of tho law. 
Ignorance and its a t­ 
tendant evils, poverty and crime, constitute 
tho real dangers to free institutions. 
The 
masses liiust be educated, and th at large 
and rapidly J increasing foreign element 
must be assimilated and Americanized, and 
our public schools are tho most effective 
agencies for tho accomplishment of these 
desirable objects. 
E d u ca tio n th e H o p e of th e R ep u b lic. 
“ No one who discerns aright the signs of 
the times can failjto realize that another 
great battle is to bo fought out on this con­ 
tinent. 
It is not to be a war of bloodshed 
fought with shot and shell, but a war of 
ideas. 
A war of law and order against 
lawlessness 
and disorder, of 
morality 
against immorality, of religion against 
irreligion, and if the men and the women 
who are to come after us are intelligent 
and 
bravo ami stiong tho battle will 
lie won, but if they aro ignorant and 
vicious 
the 
battle 
will 
bo lost 
and 
the decline of the republic will have ltegun. 
It cannot Le expected iii an address of this 
kind that reference can bt) made to all 
questions demanding public attention, and 
I therefore hasten to close. 
Illinos is in­ 
deed a great State, with nearly 4,<100,000 
of people within her borders. 
She bs great 
not only iii agriculture, manufacture, and 
commerce, but likewise in her munificent 
charities and iii tile patriotism and intelli­ 
gence of her people. In the war for the union 
tho valor of her soldiery won renown on 
every battle field. 
She gavo to both t'io 
cabinet and the field that wisdom and cour­ 
age which met and overcame unparalled 
difficulties, resulting in a ‘now birth of 
freedom’ upon this continent, by which all 
men were made equal before the law. 
Let 
us, fellow-citizons, not only preserve invio­ 
late the institutions which we have received 
at tile hands of those who have gone before, 
but trusting in divine providence, let us 
strive also to make them better and strong­ 
er for tho benefit of those who aro to fol­ 
low us.”

Brooklyn, N. Y., Jan. 14.—The Rev.T. 
De W itt Talmage, D. D., preached Sunday 
on “ A Fright Sunday Versus a Doleful 
Sunday.” 
The opening hymn was: 
“ Welcome: sweet day of rest, 
That saw the Lord arise.” 
Tho text was: “And call the Sabbath a 
delight,” from Isaiah lviii., 13. 
Dr. Tal­ 
mage said: 
There is an element of gloom striking 
through ail false religions. 
Paganism is a 
brood of honors. 
The God of Confucius 
frowned upon its victims with blind fate. 
Mohammedanism promises nothing to those 
exhausted with sin in this world but an 
eternity of tho same passioned indulgences. 
But God intended that our religion should 
have tho grand characteristic of cheerful­ 
ness. 
St. Paul struck tho key-note when 
he said: 
“ Rejoice evermore, and again I 
say, rejoice.” 
This religion has no spikes for the feet; it 
has no hooks for the shoulder; it has no 
pilgrimages to take; it has no flineral-pyres 
upon which to leap; it has no Juggernauts 
before which to fail. 
Its good cheer is 
symbolized in the Bible by the brightness 
of waters, and the redolence of lilies, and 
the sweetness of music, and the hilarities 
of a banquet. 
A choir of seraphim chant­ 
ed at its induction, and pealing trumpet, 
and waving palm, and Happing wing of 
archangel are to celebrate its triumphs. It 
began its first mission with the shout: 
“Glory to God in the highest!” and it will 
close its earthly mission with the ascrip­ 
tion: “ Hallelujah, for the Lord God om­ 
nipotent roigneth!” 
But men have said that our religion is 
not cheerful because we have such a dole­ 
ful Sabbath. 
They say: 
“ You can have 
your religious assemblages and your long 
fat •es and your sniffling cant and your 
psalm-books and your Bibles. 
Give us the 
Sunday excursion and the horse race, and 
the convivial laughter. 
We have so much 
joy that we want to spread it all over the 
seven days of the week, and you shall not 
have one of our days of worldly satisfac­ 
tion for religious dolefulness.” 
I want to 
show these men—if there are any such in 
tho house this morning—that they are un­ 
iter a great delusion and that God intended 
the fifty-two Sundays in tho year to be 
hung up like bells in a tower, beating a per­ 
petual chime of joy and glory and salva­ 
tion and Heaven: for I want you to carry 
out tile idea of the text “and call the Sab­ 
bath a delight.” 
J remark in tho first place, we are to find 
in this day tho joy£of healthy repose. 
In 
this democratic country we all have to 
work—some with hand, somo with brain, 
some with foot. 
If there is in all this 
house a hand that has not, during the past 
year, been stretched forth to some kind of 
toil let it Fe lifted. 
Not one, not one. 
You sell the goods. 
You teach the school. 
You docti r in the sick-room. 
You practice 
at the Far. 
You edit a newspaper. 
You 
tan the hides. 
You preach the gospel. 
You mend the shoes. 
You sit at the shut- 
ile. 
You carry the hod of bricks up the 
ladder on the wall. 
And the one occupa 
lion is as honorable as the ether, provided 
God calls you to it. 
I care not what you 
•lo if you only do it w*ell. 
But when Sat­ 
urday night comes you are jaded and worn. 
The hand can not sc skillfully manufacture; 
the eye cannot see as well; the brain is not 
>o clear: the judgm ent is not so well bal­ 
anced. 
A prominent m anufacturer told me ho 
.’ouM si-e a difference between the goods 
which went out of his establishment on 
Saturday from the goods that went out 
Monday. 
He said: 
“ They were very dif­ 
ferent indeed. 
Those that woro made in 
the former part of the week, because of tho 
•■est that had been previously given, were 
better than those that were made in the 
latter part of the week when the men were 
tired out.” 
The Sabbath comes and it 
bathes the soreness from the limbs, quiets 
the agitated brain, and puts out the fires of 
anxiety that have been burning all the 
week. 
Our bodies are seven day clocks 
md unless on tho seventh day they are 
wound up they run down into the grave. 
TI ie Sabbath was intended as a savings 
bank; into it we are to gather the resources 
which we are to draw all the week, 
man who breaks the Sabbath robs 
own nerve, his own muscle, his 
brain, his own bones. 
He dips up 
the wine of his own lifo and throws it away. 
lie who breaks the Lord’s day gives a m ort­ 
gage to disease and death upon his entire 
physical estate, and at the most unexpected 
moment that mortgage will be foreclosed 
and the soul ejected from the premises. 
Every gland,and pore, and cell, and finger­ 
nail demands tho seventh day for repose. 
Tho respiration of the lungs, the throb of 
the pulse iii the wrist, the t motion of tho 
lone in the socket declare: 
“ Remember 
Tie Sabbath day, to keep it holy.” 
There 
are thousands of men who have had their 
•ives dashed out against the golden gate of 
Tie Sabbath. 
A prominent London mer­ 
chant testifies that thirty years ago he went 
to London. 
He says: “ I have in that time watched 
minutely and I have noticed that the men 
who went to business on tho Lord’s day or 
opened their counting-houses, have, w ith­ 
out a single exception, come to failure.” 
A prominent ( hristian merchant in Boston 
says: “ I find it doesn’t fa y to work on 
Sunday. 
When I was a boy I noticed out 
on Long wharf there were merchants who 
loaded their vessels on the Sabbath day 
and kept their men busy from morning 
till night, and it is my observation that 
they themselves came to nothing—these 
merchants—and their children came to 
nothing. 
It doesn’t pay,” ho says, “ to 
work on the Sabbath.” 
I appeal to your observation. 
Where 
ar*' the men who twenty years ago were 
Sabbath-breakers and who have t*een Sab- 
bath-breakers ever since? 
W ithout a single 
exception, you will tell me, they have come 
’it her to financial or moral beggary. 
I de­ 
fy you to point out a single exception and 
you can take the whole world for your 
field. 
It has either been a financial or 
moral defalcation in every instance. 
Six 
mildred and forty physicians in London 
petitioned Parliament, saying: “ We must

We can not 
have health in this city and in this nation 
lilies* 
tho 
Sabbath 
is 
observed.” 
Those 
in 
our 
ow*n 
country 
have given 
evidence on 
the same side. 
The man who takes down the shutters of 
•lls store on the Sabbath takes down the 
urse of Almighty God. 
The farmer who 
?ultures his ground on the Sabbath day 
~aises a crop of neuralgia and of consump­ 
tion and of death. 
A farmer said: 
“ I 
defy your Christian Sabbath. 
I will raise 
a Sunday crop.” 
So he went to work and 
plowed the ground Sunday and harrowed it 
Sunday, and he planted corn Sunday, and 
he reaped the corn Sunday, and he gathered 
it into the barn Sunday. “ There,” he says, 
“ I have proved to you that all this idea 
about a fatality accompanying Sabbath 
work is a perfect sham. 
My corn is 
garnered and all is well.” 
But before 
oiauy weeks passed the Lord God struck 


that barn with his lightning and away 
went the Sunday crop. 
So groH.t is the moral depression coming 
nj on those who toil upon the Sabbath day 
that you may have noticed (if you have 
not, I call your attention to the fact) that 
in cases where the public interest demands 
Sabbath toil the moral depression is so 
great that there are but very few who can 
stand it. 
For instance, the police service, 
without which not one of our houses would 
lie safe—there are very few who can stand 
the pressure and temptation of it. 
In Lon­ 
don, where there are 5,000 policemen, it is 
shown that in one year, 921 of that 5,000 
were dismissed, 523 were suspended, and 
2,402 were fined. 
Now, if the moral de­ 
pression l>e so great in occupations that are 
positively necessary for the peace and pros­ 
perity of society, I ask you what must be 
the moral’depression in those cases where 
there is no necessity for Sabbath work and 
where a man chooses worldly business on 
the Lord’s day just because he likes it, or 
wants to add to his emoluments? 
During th© last war it was found that 


those public works which paused on tho 
Sabbath day turned out more war material 
than those which worked all tho seven days. 
; Mr. Bagnall, a prominent iron merchant, 
■ gives this testimony: 
“ I find we have 
fewer accidents In our establishment and 
fewer interruptions, now we observe the 
Lotu s day; and at the close of the year, 
; aow that we keep the Sabbath, I find 
turn out more iron and have I ai'ger profits 
: than any year when we worked all th© 
| leven days.” 
The fact is. Sabbath-mad© 
ropes Will break, and Sabbath-made shoes 
will leak, and Sabbath-made coats will rip, 
and Sabbath-made muskets will miss fire, 
md Sabbath occupations will be blasted. 
A gentleman said : 
“ I invented a shuttle 
>n the Lord’s day. 
I was very busy, so I 
made the model of that new shuttle on the 
Lord’s day. 
So very busy was I during 
the week that I had to occupy many Sab- 
oaths. 
It was a great success. 
I enlarged 
my buildings; I built new factories, and 
made hundreds of thousands of dollars; but 
[ have to tell you that all the result of that 
work on the Sabbath has been to my ruin, 
i enlarged my buildings, I made a great 
many thousands of dollars, but I liav« lost 
all and I charge it to the fact of that Sun- 
iay shuttle.” 
I will place in two com­ 
panies the men in this community who 
areek the Sabbath and tho mon who keep 
t and then I ask you who are the friends 
af society? Who have the best prospects 
or this world? 
Who have the F*'- ; • che 
world that is to come? 
Sabbath morning comes in the household, 
suppose that the mere philosopher would 
say that the Sabbath light comes in a 
wave-current, just like any other light, 
but it does not seem so to me. 
It seems as 
it touched tho eyelids more gently, and 
threw a brighter glow on the mantel orna­ 
ments, and cast a better cheerfulness on 
he faces of the children, and threw a su­ 
pernatural glory over the family Bible. 
Hail, Sabbath light! 
We rejoice in it. 
Host comes in through tho window, or it 
leaps up from the fire, or it rolls out in the 
old arm-chair, or it catches up tho boily 
into ecstasy and swings open before the 
Boul the twelve gates, which are twelve 
pearls. 
The bar of the unopened w are­ 
house, the shutters of tho unfastened store 
window, the quiet of the commercial ware­ 
house seem to say: 
“This is tho day the 
Lord hath made. ” 
Rest for tho sewing- 
vvoman, with weary hands and aching side 
and sick heart. 
Rest for the overtasked 
workman in tho mine or out on the wall or 
in tho smeltering factory. 
Hang up the 
plane, drop the adze, slip the band from 
the wheel, put out the fire. 
Rest for the 
body, for the mind, for the soul. 
•‘W elcom e, sw eet day o f rest, 
That saw the Lord arise 
W elcom e to this reviving breast, 
Am i these rejoicing eyes.” 
Again, I remark, we ought to have in 
the Sabbath the joy of domestic reunion 
anil consecration. 
There ara some very 
good parents who have tho faculty of m ak­ 
ing tho Sabbath a day of gloom. 
Their 
children run up against tho wall of parent­ 
al lugubriousness on that day. 
They are 
sorry when Sunday comes and happy when 
it goes away. 
They think of everything 
bad on that day. 
It is tho worst day to 
them, really, in all the week. 
There are 
persons who, because they were brought up 
in Christian families whero there wero 
wrong notions about the Sabbath, have 
gone out into dissipation and will t*o lost. 
A man said to me: “ I have a perfect dis­ 
gust for the Sabbath (lay. 
I never saw* my 
father smile on Sunday. 
It was such a 
dreadful day to me I never got over it and 
never will.” 
Those parents did not “call 


upon 
That 
his 
own 


tile Sabbath a delight;” they made it a 
gloom. 
Rut there are houses represented 
here this morning whero tho children say 
through the wreek: “ I wonder when Sunday 
will come!” 
They are anxious to have it 
come. 
I hoar their hosannas in tho house; 
I hear their hosannas in the school. 
God intended the Sabbath to l>e especial­ 
ly a day for tho father. 
Tho mother is 
home all tho week. 
Sabbath day comes, 
and God says to the father, who has been 
I usy from Monday morning to Saturday 
night at tho store, or away from home: 
“This is your day. 
See what you can do 
in this little flock in preparing them for 
Heaven. 
This day I set apart for you. ” 
You know very well that there are many 
parents who are mere sutlers of tho house­ 
hold; they provide the food and raiment; 
onco in a while, 
perhaps, they hear tho 
child read a line or two in the new primer, 
or if there l e a case of especial discipline 
and the mother can not manage it the child 
is brought up in the court martial of tho 
father’s dieiplme and punished. 
That is all 
there is of it. 
No scrutiny of that child’s 
imrnortal|interests,no realization of tho fact 
that the child will soon go out into the 
world where there are gigantic and over­ 
whelming temptations that have swamped 
millions. 
But lu some households it is not that 
way; the home, beautiful on ordinary days, 
is more beautiful now that the Sabbath has 
dawned. 
There is more joy in tho “ good- 
m orning,” there is more tenderness in tho 
morning prayer. 
Tho father looks at tho 
child and the child looks at the father. The 
little one dares now to ask questions w ith­ 
out any fear of being answered: 
“ Don’t 
bother me—I must be off to the store.” 
Now the father looks at the child and ho 
sees not merely the blue eyes, tho arched 
brow, the long lashes, and the sweet lip. 
He sees in that child a long line of earthly 
destinies; he sees in that child an immeas­ 
urable eternity. 
As he touches that child 
he says: 
“ I wonder what will lie tho 
destiny of this little one?’' 
And while this 
Christian father is thinking and praying, 
the sweet promise flows through his soul: 
Of such is the kingdom of heaven.” And 
he feels a joy, not like that which sounds 
in the dance, or is wafted from the froth of 
the wine cup, or that which is like the 
“ crackling of thorns under a pot,” but tho 
joy of domestic reunion and consecration. 
Have I been picturing something that is 
merely fanciful, or is it possible for you and 
for mo to have such a home as that:' 
I be­ 
lieve it is possible. 
I have a statistic that I would like to 
give you. 
A great many people, you 
know, say there is nothing in the Christian 
discipline of a household. 
In New Ham p­ 
shire there wero two r.eighliorhoods—the 
one of six families, tho other of five fami­ 
lies. 
Tile six families disregarded the Sab­ 
bath. 
In time five of those families were 
broken up by the separation of husbands 


mid wives, tho other by the father becom­ 
ing a thief. 
Eight or nine of the parents 
became drunkards, one committed suicide, 
and all came to jienury. 
Of some forty or 
fifty descendants about twenty are known 
to be drunkards and gamblers and disso­ 
lute. 
Four or five have been in State 
prison. 
One 
fell 
in 
a 
duel. 
Some 
are 
in 
tl.e 
almshouse. 
Only one became a Christian and he after 
first having been outrageously dissipated. 
The other five families that regarded the 
Sabbath wero all prosjiered. 
Eight or ten 
of the children are consistent members of 
the church. 
Somo of them became officers 
in the church—one is a minister of the Gos­ 
pel, one is a missionary to China. 
No 
poverty among any of them. 
The home­ 
stead is now in the hands of the third gen­ 
eration. 
Those who died have died in the 
peace of the Gospel. 
Oh, is there nothing 
in a household that remembers God’s holy 
day? 
Can it be possible that those who dis 
regard this holy commandment can be 
prospered for this life or have any good 
hope of the life that is to come? 
Again, we ought to have in the Sabbath 
the joy of Christian assemblage. 
Where 
are all those people going on tho Sabbath? 
You see the n moving up and down the 
street. 
Is it a festal day? people might 
ask. 
Has there been some public edict 
commanding the people to come forth? No? 
they are only worshipers of God, who are 
going to their places of religious service. 
In what delicate scale shall I weigh the joy 
of Christian convocation? 
It gives bright­ 
ness to the eye, and a flush to the cheek, 
and a pressure to the hand, and a thrill to 
the heart 
You see the aged man totter­ 
ing along on his staff through the aisle. 
You see the little child led by the hand of 
its mother. 
You look around and rejoice 
that this is God’s day and this the com­ 
munion of saints. 
“ One Lord, one faith, 
ane baptism .” 
Some familiar tune sets all 
th« soul a-quiver aud a-quake with rap­ 
ture. 
We plunge into some old hymn and 
all our cares and anxieties are bathed off. 
The glorious gospel transports us, the Spirit 
iescends, Jesus appears, and we feel the 
rounding, spreading, electric joy of Chris­ 
tian convocation. 
I look upon the church of God as one 
/ast hosanna. 
Joy dripping from the bap­ 
tismal font, joy glowing in the sacramen­ 
tal cup, joy warbling in the anthem, joy 
ideating against the irate of Heaven with a 


lallelujah like the voice of many thunder- 
•ngs. 
Beautiful for situation! 
The joy of 
he whole earth is Mount Zion. 
It is the 
lay and the place where Christ reviews his 
troops, bringing them out in companies and 
regiments and battalions, riding along the 
line, examining the battle-torn flags of 
past combat, and cheering them en to fu­ 
ture victories 
Oh. the joy of Christian 
assemblage! 
I rem ark also we are to have in this day 
the joy of eternal Sabbatism. 
I do not be­ 
lieve it possible for any Christian to spend 
the Lord's day here without thinking of 
heaven. 
There is something in the gather­ 
ing of people in church on earth to make 
ane think of the rapt assemblage of tho 
skies. 
There Is something in the song of 
the Christian church to make one think of 
the song of the elders before the throne, 
tile harpists and the trum peters of God 
accompanying the harmony. 
The light of 
i better Sabbath gilds the top of this, and 
earth and heaven come within speaking 
ILstance of each other, the song of trium ph 
waving backward and forward, now tossed 
up by tho church of earth, now » n t back 
ay the church of heaven. 
"Day of all tho week the best, 
Em blem of eternal rest.” 
The Christian man stands radiant in its 
light. 
His bereft heart ^rejoices at the 
thought of a country where there is neither 
cortin nor grave; his weary body glows at 
tho idea of a land where there are no bur­ 
dens to carry and no exhaustive journeys 
to take. 
He eats the grapes of Eshcol; he 
stands upon the mountain top and looks off 
upon the promised land; he hears the call 
of the eternal blowers and the tram p of tho 
numberless multitude with sins forgiven. 
This is the day which the Lord hath made. 
I^et us rejoice and be glad in it. 
Oh, ye 
who have been hunting for Sunday pleas- 
lres in tho street and on the river bank and 
in tho houses of sin, I commend to you this 
holy day and holy service. 
I do not invite 
you to swallow a great bitterness or to car­ 
ry a heavy yoko, but I invito you to feel in 
body, mind, and soul the thrill of joy which 
God lias handed down in tho chalices of the 
golden Sabbath. 
j 
W ith what revulsion and with what pity 
we must look out on that large class of 
persons in our limo who would throw dis­ 
credit upon the Lord’s day. 
I here are two 
things wliii h Christian people ought never 
to give up; tile one is tile Bible, the other 
is the Sabi atli. 
Take away one and you 
take away both. 
Take culler, and farewell 
to Christianity in this country, farewell to 
our civil and religious liberties. 
When 
they go, all go. 
He who has ever spent 
Sunday in Paris or Antwerp or Rome, if 
ho bo an intelligent Christian, will pray 
God that tho day will never come when 
the Sabbath of continental Europe shall 
put its foot upon our shores. 
I had a 
friend in Syracuse who lived to 1)0 IOO 
years of age. 
He said to me in his ninety- 
linth year: 
“ I went across the mountains 
in tho early history of this country. 
Sab­ 
bath morning came. 
We were beyond the 
each of civilization. 
My comrades were 
all going out for an excursion. 
I said: 
‘No, I won’t go; it is Sunday.’ 
Why, they 
auglied. 
They said: 
‘We haven’t any 
Sunday here.’ 
‘Oh, yes,* I said, 
‘you 
aave, I brought it with me over tho moun­ 
tains.’ ” 
There are two or three ways in which we 
Jan war against Sabbath breaking in this 
lay, and the first step is to got our chil- 
Iren right upon this subject and teach 
them that tho Sabbath day is the holiest of 
all tho days, and the best and the gladdest. 
Unless you teach your children under the 
paternal roof to keep the Lord’s day there 
ire IWO chances out of 1,000 they will never 
earn to keep tho Sabl>a.sh. 
You may think 
Ai shirk responsibility in tho m atter and 
send your child to tho Sabbath school and 
tho house of God; that will not relieve the 
natter. 
I want to tell you, in the name of 
Christ, my maker and my judge, that your 
example will bo more potential than any 
’nstruction they get elsewhere, and if you 
iisregaril the Lord’s day your?«lf or throw 
ontempt upon it you are blasting your 
hildren with an infinite curse. It is a rough 
ruth I know, told in a rough way, but it is 
jod’s truth, nevertheless. 
Your child may 
jo on to TO or 8U years of age, but the 
hild never will get over the awful disad­ 
vantage of having had a Sabbath-breaking 
father or a Sabbath-breaking mother. 
It 
til** joy of many of us that we can look 
vo an early home where God was honored, 
and when the Sabbath came it was a day of 
?reat consecration and joy. 
We remember 
he old faces around the table that Sabbath 
Borning. 
Our hearts melt when we think 
af those blessed associations, and we may 
save l)een bad and committed many indis- 
retions and done many wrong things, but 
Jie day will never come when we forget tho 
arty home in which God’s day was re­ 
garded, and father and mother told us to 
keep holy the Sabbath. 
There is another way in w*hich we can 
war against the Sabbath-breaking usages 
af the country at this time, and that is by 
oinking our homes of worship attractive 
and tho religious services inspiring.

ber, I plead not for grained rafters cr

This im pirtant step is the result of a con­ 
ference at the custom house yesterday af­ 
ternoon between Collector Magone and 
Appraiser A. B. Stearns of Boston, who has 
temporarily taken charge of the office made 
vacant by McMullen’s removal. 
Evidence 
of a startling nature as to the corruption 
and rottenness of the appraiser’s office un­ 
der McMullen’s management was presente J, 
the gravity of which may be imagined 
when it is remembered that it is the first 
time in the history of the Government that 
the entire detective force of the treasury 
depattment had been concentrated in an in ­ 
vestigation of one office.
